Washington home was empty 
Wednesday and the family was 
presumed to be in a safe hidea- 
way while undergoing question- 
ing by federal officers. Tele- 
phone calls went unanswered at 
the Hungarian Embassy. 


Informed sources suggested 


that besides any personal mo- 
tives, Radvanyi had become fed 
up with Communist rule and— 
like so many Hungarians before 
him— decided to flee to the 
West. 


Large, dark-haired and amia- 


ble, Radvanyi had long been a 
Communist. Before World War 
II and while he was an Industri- 
al worker, he Joined the party 
when it was illegal in Hungary. 


After the Reds took over he 


joined the foreign service and 
rose in rank. He served in An- 
kara, Paris, Berne and Damas- 
cus, and was protocol chief in 
Budapest 
before 
coming to 


Washington five years ago. 


Last November the United 


States and Hungary, in step 
with improving U.S. relations 
with Communist East Europe, 
agreed to raise the status of 
their respective diplomatic mis- 
sions from legations to embas- 
sies.

But there were 
no clashes between the noisy 
crowds and the police.

with Soviet revisionism!" and 
"Down with British imperial- 
isml" 


Demonstrators also paraded 


past the British Legation in 
Peking, as they had done for 
three days previously. 


In the Porguguese colony of 


Macao, 40 miles from Hong

Chinese demonstrated in front 
of the British Consulate. Consul 
Norman Ions received them in 
small groups and listened with- 
out comment to their claims of 
police brutality in Hong Kong.

Workers Are 
Winning 
More Raises 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 'Work- 


ers are winning bigger raises 
than a year ago despite the first 
drop in real economic output 
since 1961 and a big sag in cor- 
porate 
profits, 
government 


figures show. 


The Commerce Department 


said Wednesday night that re- 
vised figures show the increase 
in Gross National Product for 
the first quarter of the year was 
more 
than 
offset 
by rising 


prices. 


Earlier figures had shown the 


increase was exactly offset by 
rising prices. But figures updat- 
ed at midsummer could again 
alter the first-quarter picture, 
said one source. 


Gross 
National 
Product-the 


value of all goods and services 
produced in the economy — rose 
by $4.4 billion during the first 
quarter to an annual rate of 
$763.7 billion. Taking rising 
prices into consideration, how- 
ever, it declined by about one- 
tenth of one per cent from the 
fourth-quarter 1966 level. 


The Labor Department said 


917,000 workers for whom new 
contracts have been negotiated 
in the first quarter won average 
5 per cent wage boosts. Such 
increases averaged 3.9 per cent 
a year ago. 


The median raise was 
14.5 


cent an hour, indicating the 
middleground wage for workers 
covered went from about $2.90 
to $3.04 an hour. 


The Commerce Department 


also said corporate profits dur- 
ing the first quarter dropped to 
$77.3 billion before taxes, at an 
annual rate. Down $4.5 billion, 
this was the steepest quarterly 
drop since the third quarter of 
1959.

Beach, West Palm Beach and 
Fort Myers all drew measura- 
ble amounts though less than 
one inch. 


"1 think you can say that the 


drought is over," said U.S. 
weather forecaster Joe Pells* 
sler. "We shouldn't go back to a 
dry pattern but it will probably 
be clear for a day or so.

men of the Karamojong tribe 
have taken to raiding neighbors' 
herds to get together the cows 
they need to buy a wife. 


The raids have created a ma- 


jor security problem for Ugan* 
da's president, Milton Obote. 
More than 1,000 police and spe- 
cial security forces equipped 
with helicopters are trying to 
maintain order In Karamajong 
and stop the bloody feuds over 
cattle between rival clans of the 
Karamojong and with neighltor* 
ing tribes in Kenya and Sudan. 


Karamojong 
was 
never 


brought fully under control dur- 
ing the period of British rule, 
ending in 1962. The desolate 
area 200 miles northeast of 
Kampala covers more than 10,' 
000 square miles but has only 
130,000 inhabitants. They are a 
withdrawn, nomadic people who 
resisted the civilizing efforts of 
missionaries and the British 
administration for decades.

endorsed the idea. The system 
would be comparable to the 
cabinet system employed by the 
federal government. 


The committee's report also 


recommended that the gover- 
nor's term be extended from 
two years to four and that more 
than a simple majority be re- 
quired before the legislature can 
override a veto. 


The report called the need for 


constitutional status for an of- 
fice such as state land commis- 
sioner "highly questionable." 


"In accordance with sugges- 


tion from witnesses, the Com- 
mittee recommends further ser- 
ious consideration be given to a 
cabinet system," the report said. 


Three governors have testi- 


fied before the Committee, ac- 
cording to the report, and all 
agreed 
the governor's term 


should be extended. The wit- 
nesses maintained two years Is 
barely time to become acquain- 
ted with the duties of the office.

Even 
the 1,350-watt sealed tube arc 
isn't enough "horsepower" to 
handle so tedious a job without 
multiplying the automatic ex- 
posure. It took five exposures on 
each of the four negatives to pro- 
duce the final set of publication 
films.

WASHINGTON (AP) - TV 


House Armed Services Commit- 
tee is erecting new roadblocks 
to draft system reforms pro- 
posed by President Johnson, 


The committee-still consid- 


ering proposed extension of the 
draft law for four years-decided 
Wednesday against letting the 
President have the final say 
over college deferments. 


The panel wrote into the pro- 


posed law deferments for col-

undergraduates in good 


academic standing until they at 
least receive a degree. Left up 
to Johnson, however, was the 
status of graduate students.

The committee also will rec-

The Senate, which earlier ap- 


proved the draft extension, had 
given lukewarm endorsement to 
'the lottery system as a possible 
additional means of deciding 
who should serve. 


But it balked at Johnson's 


ijrfpposals Li elLnlnailng the 
nation's 4,100 local draft boards- 
composed of private citizens-ln 
favor of regional boards staffed 
by Civil Service personnel. 


The Senate version called for 


allowing college deferments un- 
til a student wins an undergrad- 
uate degree or reaches age 24. 
It also rejected an adminis- 
trative call for induction of men 
into the National Guard and Re- 
serve.

Johnson administration gradu* 
ally is gearing Its money opera* 
tions- including 
the national 


debt-for a Vietnam war lasting 
at least as long as the U.S. in« 
volvement in World War II, 


A request Monday to Congress 


for a permanent debt celling of 
$365 billion to carry the govern- 
ment through June 30, 1969, was 
one of several recent moves in 
that direction, 
They also include President 


Johnson's request for a six per 
cent income tax surtax, sales of 
new "freedom share" savings 
bonds pegged directly to the 
length of the war and a volun- 
tary program to stem the flow 
of investment dollars overseas. 


World War 11 fighting began 


for the United States Dec. 7, 
1941, 
and ended with Japan's 


surrender Aug. 14, 1945. 


The U.S. troop buildup in 


Vietnam reached major scale in 
mid-1965 
and 
administration 


fiscal 
planning 
now 
runs 


through June 30, 1969. 


The implication for the na- 


tional debt was clear in Fowl* 
er's appearance Monday before 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 


"I am here to talk about fi- 


nancing a war. It is a costly war 
and it must be financed in a 


m a n n e r 
consistent 
with 


preserving sound, balanced and 
fruitful 
economic 
growth 
at 


home," he said. 


In recommending a perma- 


nent debt celling of $365 billion, 
Fowler said World War II pro- 
vided a precedent for large debt 
limit increases to insure the 
ceiling "would not be a con* 
straint on necessary wartime 
finance." 


The present temporary ceiling 


of $336 billion will drop to $285 
billion, the current permanent 
level, on July 1 unless Congress 
acts, The actual debt as of May 
10—the latest date for which a 
figure is available-was $328.4 
billion. 


In proposing the surtax, John- 


son pegged its length at either 
two years—which would carry it 
to June 30, 1969—or as long as 
the war lasted. 


The "freedom shares" went 


on sale May 1 to persons buying 
Series E bonds on the payroll 
savings or bond-a-month plans. 
They pay 4.74 per cent interest 
when held to maturity of 4Vi 
years. 


Fowler also told the commit- 


tee the administrative budget 
deficit for both this fiscal year 
and next is now estimated at $11 
billion—and that assumes Con- 
gress approves the surtax. 


But 
Chairman Wilbur 
D. 


Mills, D-Ark., suggested a $365- 
billion ceiling might be insuffi- 
cient because of uncertainties 
like the surtax in the adminis- 
tration's projection. Failure of 
Congress to act on a variety of 
requests, he said, might add 
another $12.5 billion to the debt.
